Stone noted that when the clinic 
was first established, a simple 
contract was effected between 
the Newton Mental Health 
Association and two sources of 
public funds — the Dept, of 
Mental Health and the City of 
Newton, with the Board of 
Directors of the Association 
assuming th responsibility for 


Health Act of 1966 and the 
establishment of the Newton- 
Weston-Wellesley Area Board, 
Dr. Stone recalled the confusion 
In determing the roles and 
responsibilities of each agency. 

He expressed great concern 
over the layers of bureaucracy 
with all its attendant ad¬ 
ministrative tangles, and the 
extra burden placed on the 
Newton Mental Health 
Association to produce 
whatever funds are necessary 
that are not provided through 
government sources, and 
earnestly hoped at some point in 


Vienneau outlined the ad¬ 
ministration's recommended 
percentages in projecting the 
budget to an 18-month 
statement of fiscal outlays, as Is 
required by Massachusetts 
statute this year. 

Most of the costs were simply 
increased by 50 per cent - 
annexing a 12-nionth budget by 
another six months of financing. 
However, the "big baby", as 
Fink termed it, is the per cent 
extension in the area of 
teachers' salaries, which is a 
recommended 67 per cent in¬ 
stead of 50 per cent. 

The extra 17 per cent in major 
costs stems from the fact that, 
in financing the extra half-year 
from Jan. 1 to June 30, 1974 the 
city must pay the instructors for 
the previous July and August, in 
compliance with the legislative 

Mayor Theordore D. Mann 
told the Board Monday night 
that residents will be assessed 
for the 18-month budget ac¬ 
cording to the following 
schedule: bills which will pay 
for two-thirds of the projected 
school costs will be sent out in 
November of this year, with 
April, 1974, as the billing date 
for the final one-third. 

Budget extensions and a final 
scrutiny of recommended 
figures will both take place 
tonight and Feb. 5 by the School 
Committee in Bigelow Junior 
High School. The public will 
have its last chance to air 
grievances and ask questions

Chief William F Quinn of the 
Newton Police Department 
issued a statement this week to 
Newton parents about the 
recent warning mailed by John 
T. Driscoll of the Mass. Turn¬ 
pike authority, relative to 
children taking short cuts 
across the heavily traveled 
turnpike. 

The chief said "It is. sad to 
think that children must climb a .. 
six foot fence to face one of the 
most dangerous traffic 
situations in the state. 

"This department and Its 
safety officers have discussed 
this problem in all schools in the 
district and have also provided 
through the schools a route map,; 
indicating safest walking" 
routes," he said. “Parents for 
the most part supervise.. 
children's routes, however I 
suggest that all parents discuss V 
and check their childrens - 
pedestrian habits, not only in-! 
the turnpike area, but all areas 
that might have some elements 
of danger." 

Chief Quinn added: "My 
safety officers will confer with 
school authorities with a view 
toward issuing periodic war¬ 
nings about this and other 
dangerous practices.”

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Conservators Meet With 
Director of Public Works 


Newton’s acting director of 
Public Works addressed Uie 
January meeting of the Newton 
Conservators, held at the home 
of Conservator’s President, Dr, 
H. Garrison Wilkes. 

Richard Dudman manages an 
enterprise with an 18 million 
annual budget and is firmly of 
the opinion that the director of 
the deportment should be a

The organisation of the 
department as well as its day- 
to-day operation was discussed 
before the meeting. Under the 
present set-up, three divisions 
water, streets and

Department, which gets about 
three-quarters of the entire 
DPW budget, has such varied 
responsibilities as trash pick¬ 
up, drain maintenance, street 
repair, plowing and traffic.

April, from which further 
planning for upgrading of the 
incinerator will be done. 

The next Conservator’s 
meeting will be on Feb. 14, when 
the group will take up the 
problem of land use planning.

Teaching a student to com¬ 
municate with a native Spanish¬ 
speaking person is the goal of 
"Spanish for Communication" 
program, designed by Houghton 
Mifflin Co. primarily for 
secondary school students.

“Spanish for Com¬ 
munication” also differs from 
all traditional foreign language 
programs in its use of English. 
In this program, the student 
uses what he knows about 
English to enhance his un¬ 
derstanding and learning of 
Spanish. 

For example, in Spanish there 
are pronouns similar in function 
to the old English pronouns 
"thou" and “ye." The Spanish 
pronouns for "you,” like the old 
English pronouns, demonstrate 
the relationship between 

In old English, "thou” was 
used when speakers knew each 
other well. "Ye” or “you" was 
used in formal situations or 
when speaking to superiors. 
Today “you” is the only 
pronoun commonly in use in 
Egnlish. 

In modem Spanish, two forms 
of the pronoun “you” are used 
in much the same way as the old 
English pronouns for "you" to 
distinguish social relationships 
between speakers. 

Although speakers of English 
no longer use the old pronoun 
forms, other linguistic cues 
which distinguish social 
relationships are retained. 
Examples of these cues include 
the use of “HI" or "Hello" and 
the use of a title such as "Mr." 
or "Miss" or the use of only a 
first name. 

In SFC similarities of the 
English and Spanish languages 
are utilized to enable the 
student to make the best use of 
“old" language knowledge in 
acquiring “new" language 
knowledge.

When It Snows In Newton 

The next time you are out shoveling snow and think you'll 
never get to the end of the front walk consider the Job for the men 
and machines of the Newton Department of Public Works. 

The city has some 300 miles of streets to clear within 
Newton’s boundaries. That’s 600 miles of plowing and pushing 
and clearing when you remember that to get the job done right a 
plow has to go up one side of a road and down the other. 

Most of us were snug in our beds with the thermostats up 
when the work call went out to the city’s snow clearing crews in 
the darkness of 3 a.m. Sunday morning. 

Snew was predicted Saturday and this time, at least, the 
warnings came true. The soggy stuff measured six inches In 
Newton before the storm abated. 

The city's snow crews worked nonstop until midnight Monday 
clearing the streets. It was the first storm since Richard Dudman 
took over as Newton’s director of the DPW. 

Director Dudman had strong words of praise for the men who 
cleaned up the thousands of streets in Newton. 

A lot of other people appreciate the efforts of the men in 
taking care of the worst snow storm this winter. 

Sure, there will be a few complaints. Someone always has to 
be last on the list of streets to be plowed. But the job in Newton is a 
much larger undertaking in terms of sheer size than clearing up 
Waltham or Watertown or Brookline. 

There will be no complaints about the noise a snowplow 
makes as it clanks and bumps along a snowy street in the middle 
of the night. That’s just about the most reassuring sound there is. 


Car Cut on 128

vironmenlal Protection (EPA) is one which would cut private 
automoble traffic on Route 128 and roads in its perimeter. 

Some scientists have figured out that during the summer in 
Oils part of the world an average of 15 days brings to the area a 
dangerous smog level.

Incinerators 

They are building a really big incinerator down in East 
Bridgewater. It is strictly a private undertaking but when the 
builders showed up to tell prospective customers about the in¬ 
cinerator's capacity, Representatives from 30 communities 
showed up. 

They numbered over 100. They spent a whole day listening to 
descriptions of the big burner, examining literature and models, 
and asking questions. 

The plant at the outset would have a capacity for 600 tons a 
day but could be later expanded to 2000 tons. The $6-million 
facility, its builders assert, could operate on a cost of less than 
Jll-u-ton for solid waste delivered to the incinerator at its site. 

Costs could be cut even greater if a number of communities 
could be signori up to use larger vans to handle refuse from 

The plant, it is expected will be in operation late in May or 

The list of cities and towns showing interest in the incinerator 
include Randolph, Holbrook, Milton, Abington, Plymouth, Can¬ 
ton, Brookton, Whitman, Duxbury, Pembroke, Marshfield, 
Dedham, Stoughton, Halifax, Hull, Sharon, Cohasset, and the 
Bridgewatcrs. That is quite an impressive list. It reflects the 
worries of municipal governments everywhere. "What are we 
going to do about our solid waste when present facilities become 
exhausted?" 

It’s not clear which or how many communities will buy the 
East Bridgewater service. The ciabns made for its efficiency 
come at a time when complaints keep coming from towns like 
Wellesley and cities bke Boston about the efficiency of incinerator 
disposal. 

Right now cities and towns are taking a good long look at any 
mass disposal idea that conies along. 

The Newton Graphic 
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Dwight Explains Why State 
Govt. Should Be Revamped 

Lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight, who will be the 
Republican nominee for Governor next year if Francis W. 
Sargent decides not to run again, offers some cogent reasons why 
the Legislature and the general public should support the 
proposals by the Governor and his cabinet members for 
revamping the structure of the state government. 

‘ In addition to serving as Ueutenant Governor for the past two 
year s, Dwight has been State Commissioner of Administration 
and Finance (Deputy Governor) and State Public Works Com¬ 
missioner. So he knows something about the operations and 
functions of the state government. 

Dwight is by no means a hack politician. He commands at¬ 
tention and respect when he speaks. If time should prove him 
wrong in promoting the reorganization of the state government, 
he may have to live with his mistake because he could well be the 
next Governor of Massachusetts. 

Speaking from his own observations, Dwight declares that 
there is redundancy, inefficiency and waste in the state govern¬ 
ment and that situations exist today which would not be tolerated 
in private industry. 

He says the acceptance or rejection by the legislature of the 
reorganization program will determine the shape and scope of 
governmental service for years to come. With the possible ex¬ 
ception of Governor Sargent, no one has a bigger stake than 
Dwight in the accuracy of that statement. 

"For years and years government has been growing, ex¬ 
panding, getting into more and more areas," Dwight declares in 
explaining why the reorganization is needed. Coincidental with 
this growth trend has been a tendency toward self-preservation on 
the part of many agencies, he adds. 


"We will establish broad policy and set goals," Dwight 
declared. "But people at the local level will determine how to 
utilize their resources in order to achieve those goals.

When the 22nd Amendment was adopted, the politicians 
chipped away a little more power from the people, and much the 
same thing was done in Massachusetts when the term of Governor 
was lengthened from two to four years.

Councillor Cronin thinks they have a right to know what 
questions are asked a nominee for a judgeship and what answers 
are given. The existing rule obviously is intended to prevent the 
people from knowing.

Safety of Children Issue 
t In School Imbalance Case 

5 An examination of the 140-page Report of Material Facts 
made by Superior Court Justice Robert Sullivan after he had 
rejected a suit by the State Board of Education against the Boston 
School Committee disclosed that he placed considerable im¬ 
portance upon the safety of children involved in travelling bet¬ 
ween their homes and schools. 

He also declared, in effect, that the State Board had sub¬ 
mitted erroneously labelled information to him. 

The suit by the State Board requested the court to establish 
new school attendance districts in Boston which would necessitate 
the large-scale busing of children in order to racially balance the 
city’s public schools.

"This situation didn't develop overnight," Dwight asserted.

A Challenge 

The President of Newton's Board of Aldermen Eliot K. Cohen 
laid it on the line the other night in a brief speech at the board's bi¬ 
monthly meeting. 

Cohen spelled out his own frank disappointment at the ac¬ 
complishments of the board In 1972. And he dldn't exclude himself 
in the appraisal. 

He descibed the way members get along sometimes, both 
inside and outside the chamber, with words like "dislike, distrust, 
lack of good will.. discourteous, unhealthy." 

The top man of the 24-member board said that last year was 
"frustrating, aggravating and personally unrewarding . . 

Those are strong words and phrases. If an outsider had even 
insinuated such, he would have been greeted with Icy stares and 
dismissed with distasteful silence. Others have walked Into the 
chamber and been rebuffed before they even started to speak. 

But the reaction at the end of Cohen's speech was un¬ 
predictable and surprisingly disarming. As Cohen finished most 
of the board stood and applauded. 

They apparently liked especially the last part of the speech 
when he called for more efficient procedures, a let’s get-lt-done 
attitude towards the work load and the promise that all aldermen 
- himself included — will have to work harder this year. 

And the report grows stronger that the conviction Cohen has 
projected will lure him Into Newton’s most challenging political

Should Help For Poor Here 
Be Cut To Aid North Viets? 

A bitter battle is shaping up in Congress over the Issue of 
whether American funds should be used to rebuild sections of 
North Vietnam rather than to improve life for the poor in the 

Some of the liberal members of both the Senate and the House 
will find themselves on the sharp horns of a difficult dilemma 
when that argument erupts. 

Bitter disputes are certain to occur in the two branches of 
Congress over commitments which were made by President 
Nixon and his emissary, Henry Kissinger, during the peace 
negotiations. 

A lot of Congressmen and Senators will not agree to cutting 
back and wiping out programs for the poor In the United States 
and using the money Instead to rebuild North Vietnam. 

People still live in ghettos in the United States. Children still 
go to sleep hungry in sections of our own nation. Elderly men and 
women in the twilight of their lives eke out an existence on 
poverty-level pensions or surprisingly small social security 
benefits. 

Many Congressmen will object to sending any public funds to 
help other nations while those conditions exist here at home, 
especially since we have learned since World War 2 that our 
dollars apparently bought more enemies than friends. 

Now that theflghting has ended in Vietnam, we will learn that 
we were deceived about many things by the likes of Jane Fonda 
and her compatriots who indicated much more concern for the 
well-being of the people of Hanoi than the American prisoners 
being held captive there. 

They didn't tell us, for example, that the hospital about which 
they complained being hit by bombs was In the midst of a military 
complex, which was a legitimate targft for our B-52 bombers. 

We obviously should try to help the people of South Vietnam 
for whose benefit we supposedly have been at war this past 
decade. We can’t restore the lives which were lost. We can do only 
little to ease the suffering that was caused. But we can repair 
some of the material damage left by the battles and bombs. 

However, it does not seem right to do that at the expense of 
our own poor, our own sick, our own elderly. 

President Ntxon declared in an address to the American 
people that when the return on our tax dollars Is not worth the 
expenditure, we must either change that program or end it. 

On that basts we should seek to get back the billions we 
poured into Jjpan, Germany and France. Japan and Germany 
were our enemies, and France for a long time has treated us like 
enemies. We built up the economies In Japan and West Germany 
at the expense of our own. 

Whatever we do in North Vietnam, or for that matter South 
Vietnam, should not be done at the expense of our own poor and 
sick and elderly. 

Those who urge aid for North Vietnam talk about their 
children, their aged, the wounds the country has suffered, and 
argue that financial help will give us a lever to maintain the 

There is merit to that reasoning. But let's also keep on helping 
our own people who will live in poverty and misery without our 


Halt of Registry Patrols 
Would Be A False Economy 

Patrol of highways by Registry of Motor Vehicles inspectors 
would be abolished, and this form of work would be left to state 
troopers, under Governor Sargent's reorganization proposals. 

On paper that sounds Uke a worthwhile economy, the 
elimination of a duplication of effort since Registry Inspectors 
assigned to highway patrols pertonn essentially the same dudes 
as state police officers. 

Unless more slate troopers are hired, however, it would mean 
a lessening of highway patrols when more actually are needed in 
the interest of public safety, and the saving would be negligible. 

State troopers and Registry inspectors don't really duplicate 
each other's efforts. Each group supplements the work of the 

The mere presence of a Registry inspector or state trooper on 


the highway has a tendency to cause the average (fiver to operate 
his automobile more carefully. 

The problem Is that there are not enough troopers sad In¬ 
spectors on the state’s highways, not that there are too many. 
Automobile operators deliberately violate safety regulations and 
cause accidents, deaths and Injuries because the highways are 
not more thoroughly patrolled. 

Elimination of the highway patrol function of the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles is supposed to save 1200,000 a year. But it would bo 
a false economy that would result in more deaths and destruction 
on the highways. 


Bay State May Become First 
To Allow Prisoners To Vote 

Back through the years persons serving sentences for felonies 
in Massachusetts prisons have been denied the right to vote while 
they were in custody. 

Proposals are now pending on Beacon Hill which would allow 
convicts, regardless of the crimes of which they were convicted, 
to register as voters and to cast absentee ballots in an election. 

Each prisoner would be listed on the voting rolls of the 
community io which he lived before he was Incarcerated. 

Convicts who were legal residents of other states when they 
were sent to prison in Massachusetts would be eligible to vote only 
for President and Vice President under the provisions of the bill. 

While the move will meet some opposition in both branches of 
the Legislature, the chances seem good that the proposal will be 
approved. 

The Civil Liberties Union and the Massachusetts chapter of 
the ADA arc supporting the bill which was filed by Representative 
Charles F. Flaherty, Jr., of Cambridge, chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee. 

The CLU and ADA take the position that a person should not 
be deprived of all rights and liberties because he is a prisoner. 
Some legislators oppose that theory. 

Persons confined to county Jails while awaiting trial were 
allowed to vote in several states last November. In Cuyahoga- 
County, Ohio, for instance, a special polling place was set up in 
the jail's chapel. Similar arrangements were made in New Jer¬ 
sey's Passaic County Jail. But those persons had not been con¬ 
victed of crimes. 

Massachusetts may become the first state to allow prisoners 
serving sentences to vote. 

Debate Over Best Treatment 
For Deserters To Come Soon 

Aside from the probable dispute over proposals for cutting 
back the help for our own needy in order to assist the people in 
Indo China, the next big row on Washington’s Capitol Hill may 
centre on what to do about the deserters who fled to Sweden and 
Canada rather than face Induction into the armed services. 

Should they be granted complete amnesty and be permitted to 
return to their home land without penalty or punishment? 

Should they be tried as deserters and be sent to prison for 
running away and seeking haven In another country? 

The final answer and solution probably will be somewhere in 
between these two extremes. 

The feeling of American people, whose sons, husbands, 
fathers and brothers fought tn Vietnam, died, were wounded or 
imprisoned there, is too strong to allow the deserters to be 
forgiven without some form of punishment. 

Despite the hard line taken by President Nixon, it does not 
make much sense to incarcerate them at public expense or to 
keep them away from their families if they are prepared to 
become useful citizens.

McGovern Lessening Chances 
Of Holding His Senate Seat 

Senator George S. McGovern will increase the likelihood that 
the voters of South Dakota will oust him from the U.S. Senate and 
public life next year unless he quickly sheds his Image of a sore 
and sour loser. 

He does not endear himself either to the people who stood with 
him In his futile light for the Presidency or who might vote for him 
next year to South Dakota when he describes the Democratic 
party as “a party with no principles, no programs, living only 
from day to day, caring only for the prerequisites of office, doing 
nothing, and worse, not caring that nothing is done." 

Those are harsh words, especially, coming as they did from a 
man who successfully sought the nomination of the Democratic 
party for the Presidency of the United States and now, at least 
technically, is the titular leader of that Democratic party. 

That they were uttered In a lecture at Oxford University In 
England instead of on the floor of the U.S. Senate does not soften 
their impact upon Americans. George McGovern sounded like one 
more American who was carried away by his British surroun- 

His criticism of the Democratic party might seem a little less 
out of place if he had lost the election In a close fight or if it had 
denied him the nomination for President or If he himself had done 
less harm and violence to the party. 

George McGovern certainly knew better when he charged 
that the new spaper reporters covering the White House didn't lay 
h glove on President Nixon during the campaign for fear of losing 
their “cushy” jobs. 

Most of the newsmen who favored Nixon over McGovern did 
so because they considered him less undesirable than McGovern 
who now seems to be proving the accuracy of their Judgment and 
that of the people who rejected his candidacy for the Presidency. 


Hartke Gives Self Exalted 
Status Above Ordinary Folk 

Columnist George Frazier was on sound ground when he 
criticized U.S. Senator Vance Hartke of Indiana for refusing to 
submit to the search which other airplane passengers must un¬ 
dergo as a precaution against possible highjacking. 

Hartke, who for a short period was a candidate for the 
Democratic Presidential nomination last year until he discovered 
the people did not share his own high opinion of himself, was 
properly prevented from boarding a TWA flight in Phoenix, 

He maintained that the precautionary search was equivalent 
to arrest and that under the U.S. Constitution members of 
Congress could be arrested only for treason or felony. 

It would be interesting to know how the common folk back 
home in Indiana, who elected Mr. Hartke to his exalted position in 
the Senate, react to hts belief that he should be exempt from 
things required of ordinary citizens. 


Trial of Juan Corona Was 
One of Weirdest On Record 

This writer read carefully the day-to-day testimony In the 19- 
week trial of Juan Corona In Fairfield, California, on charges of 
committing the biggest mass murder in U.S. history. 

It was one of the strangest court cases we have ever followed, 
and tn view of some of the things which were said the guilty 
verdict came as a stunning surprise. 

At one point during the trial the prosecutor admitted ha had 
reasonable doubt about Corona's guilt. 

District Attorney David Teja claimed at the start of the trial 
that he had "an open and shut" case. But in three months of 
presenting prosecution evidence he established no motive for the 
multiple murders, offered only circumstantial evidence and 
admitted the case was not fully investigated until Corona had 
been in Jail for more than a year. 

Superior Court Judge Richard E. Patton expressed his doubts 
about the trial, termed it an outrage, accused both defense and 
prosecuting attorneys of dereliction of duty, sentenced defense 
attorney Richard Hawk to 74 days in jail for contempt, District 
Attorney Teja to seven days in the hoosegow and special 
prosecutor Barton Williams also to seven days. 

Hawk claimed the charges should be dismissed, called no 
witnesses, presented no testimony, refused to allow Corona to 
take the stand and assailed the prosecutor for allegedly trampling 

The jury, according to its foreman, stood 7 to 6 for acquittal on 
the first ballot That count eventually changed to an 11-1 guilty 
vote. A woman Juror was the lone holdout. She finally shifted 
under pressure from the other Jurors. She later said she did not 
feel enough evidence had been submitted and thought she was 
wrong in changing to a guilty vote. 

In the end Corona was found guilty of staying 25 itinerant field 
hands. He is seeking a new trial. 


Officers of Ocean Liners 
Try To Shun Port of Boston 

One of the supposed functions of the Massachusetts Port 
Authority is to bring additional shipping to the Port of Boston. 

During the present sailing season the agency has succeeded 
in bringing two giant liners, the France and the Queen Elizabeth 
2nd, to the Hub for the start of winter cruises. 

But officers on both liners indicated they were not anxious to 

One was the lack of big tugs to get the huge ocean liners in and 
out of the harbor. Instead of using two or three large tugs as would 
be done in New York, it was necessary to employ nine or ten 
smaller tugs. 

The most surprising complaint was that there was not an 
adequate and safe gangplank for the use of the passengers 
boarding and leaving the ships at Commonwealth Pier. 

The Port Authority presumably is unable to promote the use 
of big tugs in Boston Harbor if there is not enough regular work to 
keep them busy, but with all the money that is wasted by the state 
we should be able to afford to buy as good a gangplank as can be 
found anywhere. 

It seems incredible that the condition of the gangplank used at 
the only pier to Boston which can accomodate a big ocean liner Is 
such that officers of the liners would complain about it and con¬ 
sider it Inadequate. 

The captain of one ocean liner which came into Boston 
declared that the conditions here are the worst of any port he 
visits and that the gangplank used is actually dangerous. That's 
our idea of how to keep shipping away, not attract it. It means 
businesa for the city when those big liners come here, but we don't 
do much to attract them.

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18-Month Budget Tops $88 Million 



Hearings On Housing Authority Projects Held 


The preliminary figure for 
Newton's total lB-month budget. 
Including the school budget 
already approved, is 
*88,245,368.95. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
Wednesday said he will send a 
request to aldermen for 145.8 
million in funds to cover the 
city's portion of the 18-month 
budget The Board of Aldermen 
will probably begin its budget 
discussions at the end of 
February and is required to 
pass final appropriations in 
March. 

State law requires that all 
cities and towns budget for 18 
months Instead of 12 months 
this year in order to bring the 
local units of government in line 
with the state and federal fiscal 
year, July 1-June 30. 

Taxpayers will be required to 
pay two-thirds of their total 18- 
month tax bills at the regular 
due date, Nov. 1,1973, and they 
will pay an additional third, to 
cover the other six months of 
the budget, on May 1, 1974, 

The actual 12-month budget 
figure, the one comparable to 
the 1972 budget, is a total of 
*56.5 million for 1973 as com¬ 
pared to (53.7 million in 1972. It 
represents an increase of about 
*2.8 million. 


bargaining units when con¬ 
tracts were negotiated last 
year. He said, based on the 12 
month figures, the 1973 budget 
represented "an overall in¬ 
crease of 5 per cent." 

He noted that revenue sharing 
is one “offsetting factor" that 
might help ease the taxpayers’ 
burden but said Newton’s share 
"docs not have as great an 
impact as revenue sharing does 
in other communities."

Manners was named to head 
the “American Anthropologist" 
for a two to four year term. The 
Journal is considered by 
professionals in the field to be 
the “prestige publication" in 
North America. It enjoys an 
international reputation as well.

During a wide-ranging in¬ 
terview on the Brandeis 
campus, the personable 59- 
year-old professor also focused 
on other anthropological 
questions, as well as the 
development of the department 
at Brandeis and the increase in

temporary problems of our 
society. And it's about time! If 
those who study mankind, his 
origins and his culture have

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Mofenson Testifies On Child Abuse Legislation 


"The number of deaths 
resulting from child abuse is 
dose to the 2,000 mark and that 
is merely the Up of the 
Iceberg," State Rep. David J, 
Mofenson said last week. 

The Newton Legislator made 
Ms remarks In a statement 
presented to the Joint Com¬ 
mittee on the Judiciary, 
currenUy considering a bill to 
require the reporting of certain 
child abuse cases and providing 
protection for abused children. 
'Children are scalded, 
-ned with cigarettes and 
dgarette lighters, flung aginst 
walls until their skulls are 
fractured, beaten with fists, 
dubs and bats; and according 
to once source, there is now a 
trend toward poisoning children 
with hard drugs," Mofenson 

Illinois has had a child abuse 
law since 1965 and since that i 
time reporting of abuse cases 
has increased at least 30 per 
cent Some statistical facts 
arising out of the I 
pie mentation of this law is 
follows: 

- more than one-half of the 
children reported are under the 


- the mother, father and 
stepfather - in that order - are 
most often suspected as the 


cases in every five. 

- the "falso alarm" rate Is 
believed to be one in eight. 

"The Governor’s Task Force 
on Child Abuse in 1971 revealed 
that at least 7,000 cases of child 
abuse occur annually in the 
Commonwealth. The most 
liberal figure mentioned 
near the 40,000 mark. How 
the number of actual cases was 
estimated to be closer to 20,000 - 
Just in Massachusetts. While the 
alarming figures would awake 
us to the problem - the official 
number of reported cases in 
1971 was only 200.1 wish it were 


any chance of working with the 
parent and trying to help him 
resolve his basic problems . . 
The child becomes even more 
the target of hostility and abuse. 

"I think something included 
in neigher bill, but as part of the 
Task Force recommendation is 
a Child Crisis Telephone Ser¬ 
vice for use by parents who 
need help. This could be on the 


same idea as a drug "hot-line". 
The service provided could 
Intervene in life-threatening 
situations," he suggested. 

"One matter that has been 
mentioned briefly is that of 
confidentiality. As the com¬ 
mittee knows, 1 have been an 
advocate of individuals' right to 
privacy. I would like you to 
consider the following: 

"A father discovers his son 
who has fallen down a flight of 
stairs. When the child is brought 
to a hospital the father explains 
to the attending physician what 
occured. The physician 
suspects the father of abuse 
rather than accepting his story. 
Under tills bill that physician 
would be compelled to Include 
in the report his suspicions. So, 
the father would be on file as a 
suspected abuser. 

"Consider, further, the 
possibility of the Incident 
months later. 


father is mentioned in the first 
report as a suspected abuser 
could be construed as an in¬ 
vasion of privacy. Hopefully, 
adequate safeguards can be 
included to give such protec¬ 
tion," he said. 

Mofenson said he also at¬ 
tended a meeting In Washington 
recently before the In¬ 
tergovernmental Relations 
Committee (IRC) of the 
National Legislative Con- 

Thc IRC, primarily a state- 
federal policy making arm of 
the conference, consists of 200 
state legislators from across the 

Mofenson met with 


congressmen, congressional 
staff and administration of¬ 
ficials to discuss Issues con¬ 
cerning states. 

Among issues of special 
concern to the group were: the 
impoundment of federal funds, 
state and federal roles in 
property tax reform, the use of 
the highway trust fund monies 
for mass transit, the future of 
housing programs in states and 
the future of environmental and 
criminal Justice legislation. 

Mofenson served on the Task 
Force on Law Enforcement and 
Criminal Justice and Its 
discussion included corrections, 
drug abuse, disaster relief and 
special revenue sharing.

* Ugly Money Makers 

One of the most unattractive invcntiona ever to get by the U.S. 
Patent Office was the first plain, ordinary parking meter. It was 
comprised of a length of pipe topped off with a gadget that could 
be adjusted to receive pennies, nickles, dimes and quarters. 

It's had some years now as one of the greatest money-making 
contraptions ever known. It has had a lot of time to acquire a 
more attractive, sophisticated look. Only improvements in 
decades Is that manufacturers have made the money collecting 
end more resistant to sledge hammers, steel cutters and big 
wrenches. They still can't spew out counterfeit coins and blow 
whistles for police officers. 

Take a downtown parking lot in this area on a Sunday af¬ 
ternoon when no cars are being parked. The serried rows of steel 
look like ugly rows of parking meters in the raw. No one ever 
mistakes them for rows of corn. The rows are Just ugly rows of 
steel. 

However, you can't take away the fact that for many a small 
community they can make the difference between red and black 
ink as far as community parking problems are concerned. 

The proceeds they earn can only be used for parking and, to a 
certain extent, traffic conditions generally. 

Now comes an imaginative Wellesley selectman with a good 
idea. This gifted lawmaker suggests that the parking meters be 
used on a sort of first floor basis and the cash they earn go to 
adding a couple of useful business or office floors overhead, 
creating a building. 

In that way the meters don't get so much visual exposure — 
you practically hide them away. The overhead floors could be 
used directly or Indirectly in connection with the multi-faceted 
problems of modem traffic. 

As long as It continues to bring in an endless flow of good 
American coins the parking meter's future is safe 

However, there must be some way of hiding from the public 
view this blood relation of the Las Vegas "one - armed bandits.”

The Senate last year passed a bill banning the sale of cheap 
handguns, but the measure died In the House because of a 
disagreement as to what kind of bill should be adopted. 

An obvious fact which Congress and state legislatures must 
face is that the fewer handguns in circulation the smaller will be 
the number of shootings. 

A new law banning the sale of cheap handguns and providing 
for the federal licensing of guns will not stop the triggermen in 
organized crime from getting revolvers and machine guns, but It 
may prevent young hoodlums and thugs from buying the so-called 
"Saturday night specials” for use in a holdup to get money for 
drugs. 

The greatest menace to the general public is the gun in the 
possession of a punk on drugs who shoots a holdup victim because 
of some strange mental quirk. 

It’s time Congress did something about a ridiculous situation.

Where does death fit? It’s a 
universal concern. All of us 
should know more about it. 

Our basic “Three R’s still 
represent the public school 
system. Sophistication of 
facilities and equipment and 
certain other aspects of 
education represent some great 
strides. 

Will school administrative 
officials accept death as a 
subject of social concern and 
necessity? It will have to get in 
line with the myriad other 
social problems that educators 
claim deserve classroom time, 
which is not available within 
our present framework of 
education. 

An investigation of trends 
shows that an increasing in¬ 
terest in death has spawned a 
move among many colleges and 
universities to offer courses on 
death. In virtually all cases, the 
classes are filled or over¬ 
subscribed. 

To find out about how 
receptive educators are to the 
subject of death, are two young 
men at the University 
Laboratory School of Northern 
Illinois University in Dekalb. 

David W. Berg and George G. 
Daugherty, teacher, have 
developed a "Mini High School 
OCourse on Death."

This teaching-learning unit 
entitled “Perspectives on 
Death" is designed to provide 
secondary school students with 
a knowledge and understanding 
of death as a reality. It ap¬ 
proaches death from a variety 
of viewpoints: medical, social,

The unit of study will consist 
of an extensive teacher's 
resource book, an activity book 
for student involvement, 
filmstrips and audio tapes.

Students are apparently 
attracted to anthropology for a 
variety of reasons, Manners 
suggested. Although most of 
those drawn to anthropology as 
a career will seek teaching 
positions, others follow the 
"excitement" of one of the 
anthropologist's most Im¬ 
portant tool: field work. 

And however clinical the term 
may sound, field work is not 
without Its glamour, romance 
and even peril. Reports of 
newly-discovered “primitive" 
anthropological 
findings, stumbled over in the 
backwaters of civilization, 
almost always arouse in¬ 
ternational curiosity. 

The most recent field work 
conducted by Prof. Manners 
may be his most significant. It 
took him to Africa twice to 
study the transitional life of the 
Kipsigis tribe of East Kenya. 

"I was fortunate in 1957 that 
older members of the tribe 
remembered when the British 
arrived in Kenya in 1901. And 
through them I was able to 
trace the whole sweep of change 
in their society. The change 
transformed the Kipsigis from a 
condition of communal lan¬ 
dholding, where they grazed 
cattle and led a pure sub¬ 
sistence life into a lifestyle 
singly dominated by the 


"This meeting represented an 
almost complete about-face In 
the power structure between 
young and old, and it showed 
how the Kipsigis were qpickly 
undergoing change to moder¬ 
nization," Manners recounted. 

"The old men of the council 
agreed with the missionary 
plan, but the young men did not. 
Their reasons were straight¬ 
forward: they wanted to build 
the dam themselves — after 
their people were educated. 
Until then, they could wait. 

"They openly opposed the 
elders and the dam was not 
built, at least while I was there. 
This was a dramatic sign of the 
decline in power held by the old.

Board Approves 
Revaluation Funds 


Newton aldermen this week 
approved an appropriation of 
$135,000 to hire an assessing 
firm for the revaluation of city 
property. 

The board voted 144 Monday 
night to set the wheels in motion 
for what is estimated to be a 
two-year process of reassessing 
city property. 

The debate over starting 
revaluation in Newton began 
almost one year ago exactly, 
resurfaced in September, 1972, 
and came back a third time for 
action this month after tax¬ 
payers filed a suit to force the 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
immediately placed a request 
with aldermen for an ap¬ 
propriation of $135,000 in order 
to hire a firm to do the Job and 
demonstrate the city’s in¬ 
tentions to the court. 


appropriation agrued Monday 
tnat the court left them with no 
alternative while dissenters 
continued to warn that 
revaluation will hit hardest 

Alderman Peter F. 
Harrington said he felt a 
"number of people here will be 
seriously, financially harmed if 
we go to 100 per cent valuation." 

"Once we go to 100 per cent," 
he went on to say, "we will lose 
certain benefits. I don't think 
we should just go forward like 
this because the judge and the 


mayor want revaluation." 

Replying, Alderman Sidney 
T. Small told Harrington: “You 
think you’re going to be saving 
people when actually you will be 
costing the taxpayers hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in 1973. 
The only thing we will ac¬ 
complish by delaying this is 
finding ourselves with a per¬ 
manent injunction to stop us 
from sending out tax bills." 

Alderman Robert Gaynor, 
who abstained from voting, said 
that the Board of Aldermen’s 
decision was tragic but "in view 
of the present restraining order 
issued by Judge Henry Ch- 
mielinski, I believe the board 
had no alternative." 

He predicted that revaluing 
the city at 100 per cent "will 
trigger a taxpayer's revolt that

Authority this week continued 
to seek state funds for con¬ 
struction of four projected 
housing developments which 
had previously been thought to

Faced with the freeze on 
funds from Washington, 
Authority Chairman Anthony 
Medaglia gave his staff the go- 
ahead to seek state funding for 
the projects. 

Medaglia was encouraged to 
seek state funding by recent 
approval granted to the 
Authority to proceed with land 
acquisition at the proposed 
Beaconwood rd. site by the 
Department of Community 
Affairs of the Commonwealth. 

The authority has also filed 
applications with the state for 
two other projects, one in¬ 


volving 50 units of elderly and 
four units of low income housing 
off Thurston rd., Newton Upper 
Falls; and the other containing 
four units of low income housing 
on Victory Field, Nonantum. 

An application for a third 
project on Curve St. and for 
construction funding of the 
Beaconswood Rd. site will be 
filed within the week and 
"hopefully we'U get 
authorization on the whole 
package shortly after that," 
explained Medaglia. 

The current owners of the 
Beaconswood Rd. property 
have not as yet responded to an 
offer for purchase of the land 
made by the authority ac¬ 
cording to Medaglia. 

Ciccone Realty Trust, owners 
of the land for the past 60 years, 
have, in fact, filed a law suit 
against the authority aimed at 
overturning the Newton 
Planning Board’s approval of a 


plan for subdivision of the site 
submitted last spring by the 
authority. 

The suit would overturn that 
approval on the ground that the 
authority did not own the land 
and therefore had no legal right 
to seek a subdivision. 

City Solicitor Melvin Dangel 
has recently ruled that the 
authority did have the right to 
seek approval of a subdivisional 
plan even though it didn't own 
the property because of its 

Medaglia explained that the 
law suit will be moot if the 
authority owns the land by the 
time it is heard in court. "If we 
don't own the land by then, and 
the court overturns the planning 
board, we can always resubmit 
our plan for subdivision to the 
board in the event we sub¬ 
sequently gain ownership," 
continued the chairman.

During the height of the bomb hoax calls, particularly those 
plaguing our schools, a stem-minded Legislature fixed maximum 
penalties calling for a fine of $10,000 and-or 20 years In prison. 

No one, not even the outraged law-makers, expected any 
school students to run afoul of a Judge who would think In such 
maximum terms for even the most persistent violator. 

The hoaxes are now gradually dying out. They no longer 
prove to be the big problems they were on the Junior high and high 
school level. They no longer produce the excitement that was 
prevalent when It was a new game Nothing palls on youth more 
than repetitive humor stretched far beyond Its time. 

However, school authorities hereabouts and police and fire 
officials have become sophisticated with the game, too. They do 
not easily dismiss the tough hoax penalties of the law as a factor 
In reducing the phony calls. 

One of the towns hit hardest In the present academic year was 
that of Medfleld. Within a few weeks after schools opened In that 
town II hoax calls were received. 13 from the high school, four 
from Junior high and one from a grade school. 

In January authorities let It be known they were proceeding 
with court action against two Juveniles whom they charged with 
authoring some of the 18 threats. 

Since the cases were in Juvenile Court they got no outright 
publicity but as time stretched out. students began to realize the 
charges weren't going to be thrown out of court. Since January 
when Medfleld authorities closed In on the suspects not a single 
hoax call has disturbed Mcdfield. 

One of the juveniles prosecuted has received a six-month 
suspended sentence and when It can be determined he will have to 
make some sort of monetary restitution to the town. The second 
suspect’s case has not yet been finished. 

Medfleld, It appears, has convinced its school children of the 
seriousness of the hoax nuisance. The shadow of that law may be 
thinned out by its length, but the fact that you 're a teenager of less 
doesn 't help you walk blitheley out of a court law, is something for 
hoaxers to think about.

Until folks started to take a second look at cancellations on 
their letters the error appeared to be one of those annoying things 
creep Into the operation of a big system and then takes 


ir revolved around the fact that someone with 
authority got an Idea that our smaller community postoffices In 
this region and elsewhere didn't have the proper facilities to 
handle their local mail. It was decided to send bags containing 
local mall to a central distribution center like Boston, even If It 
was 10 or 15 miles away. 

From many towns in the local area the mall made Its way to 
the larger postoffices and then made Its return to the community 
where it was mailed in the first place. 

The Postal Service's letter recognizing the original error also 
contains its plans for "inaugurating" new service In our home 
towns. Portions of the letter might have been taken verbatim 
from recent protests registered by congressmen, individuals and 
major firms. 

Read this paragraph: 

"Under the present system, you (the postal service 
customer) deposit all your mall regardless of destination into one 
collection box. This mail Is picked up by our collectors and 
transported along with thousands of other letters into a central 
distribution where It is cancelled, processed and shipped right 
back to your local office for further distribution to the letter 
carrier. ON OCCASION, YOUR MAIL DOES NOT RECEIVE 
NEXT-DAY DELIVERY DUE TO WEATHER CONDITIONS, 
VEHICLE BREAKDOWNS OR OTHER RELATED PROBLEMS. 
(The emphasis is ours.) 

The solution the service has reached Is simple, says the letter. 
The postoffices plan to put out bands stamped with the name of 
the community where the letter is mailed. "We propose to retain 
your mail for delivery within our community at the local 
postoffice where it will be cancelled and distributed directly to the 
letter carrier to ensure next-day delivery," postal superin¬ 
tendents are advising the public. 

Sounds like a big improvement.

Return of Prisoners Delays 
Amnesty For Draft-Dodgers 

The emotional impact made by the blazing courage and the 
unflagging patriotism of the spokesmen for the prisoners brought 
home from Vietnam has delayed indefinitely the move to seek 
amnesty for the draft-dodgers who fled to Canada, Sweden or 
some other country. 

Tears slipped down the cheeks of hard-bitten men as they 
listened to Navy Captain Jeremiah A. Denton, Jr., spokesman for 
the first group of prisoners to arrive at Clark Air Base, declare 
that they were honored at the opportunity to serve their country 
"under difficult circumstances." 

When he added the salutation, "God Bless America," the 
cause of the draft-dodgers was set bark for a long time. 

The case of the draft-dodgers will be taken up in time but not 
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until most Americans have forgotten about the little girl who 
became choked, couldn’t speak and wept in her mother's arms 
when a television newscaster asked her how she felt about the 
return of her father after years in a North Vietnamese prison 

The memory of these men, many gaunt and hollow-eyed, 
some on crutches, a few on stretchers, back from the very shadow 
of death Itself, will not fade for a long time. Until It does the case 
of those who ran away rather than serve In their country’s armed 
forces will be shelved. 

These men, many of them held prisoners so long their tran¬ 
sition back to American life was a difficult one, had reason to be 
bitter. Surprisingly few were. Few Americans could help but be 
moved by the sight of the pale, wan men who came out of the 
jungle prisons In South Vietnam where their treatment obviouBly 
didn't match that given those held captive in the North. 

Advocates of amnesty for the draft-dodgers are stressing the 
difference between draft-dodgers and deserters who went AWOL. 
Their arguments will accomplish little until time soothes down 
the emotional upheaval caused by the return of these gallant men 
who spent periods of their lives In enemy prisons. 

Gov. Sargent Fiddles While 
Deficit-Ridden MBTA Burns 

While Governor Francis W. Sargent has been talking In vague 
terms about a $1 Billion program for Improving and expanding 
the MBTA, that troubled transit system has been bumbling along 
without enough safe equipment to meet even its routine needs. 

In view of the present performance on the MBTA, the 
discussions about transforming it into the transit system of the 
j than mumbo-Jumbo and sheer nonsense, 
n any improvement In the operation of the 
MBTA during the period Francis Sargent has been Governor, it 
has not been apparent to this observer. 

A recent fire in the lead car of a four-car train, which resulted 
In the death of one passenger and the hospitalization or treatment 
of 94 others, wus caused by malfunctioning equipment. 

When most of the 10-year-old Bluebird cars on the 
Dorchester-Ashmont line were recalled to the shops after the fire 
for the installation of safer electric insulation blocks, there was 
not enough equipment available to provide normal service during 
peak periods. 

Governor Sargent of course, Ls not to blame for all the woes 
and ills of the deficit-ridden MBTA, but his do-nothing policies in 
the transportation field haven’t helped. 

Contrary to the general impression, federal funds can be 
obtained to help finance transit projects, but state money also 
must be provided, and this has not been done on the scale 
Governor Sargent himself has indicated is necessary. 

The Governor has committed himself to two major MBTA 
construction projects, the extension of the so-called Red Line 
from Harvard Square to either Arlington Heights or Ale wife brook 
Parkway and the relocation of the Orange line to the area where 
Mr. Snrgent derided not to build the Southwest Expressway. 

The amount of progress being made toward either project ls 
negligible. In fact, the MBTA transit planners have not yet even 
decided which project will be undertaken first, and the Governor 
has not budgeted the cost of any specific programs In his overall 
transit package. 

If Governor Sargent follows his customary period of 
procrastination, this matter probably will be still pending when 
he leaves office at the end of next year, and one more 10-year 
program may well be dropped in the waste basket by Mr. 
Sargent's successor. 

Don't count on any progress in the field of transportation 
while Francis Sargent is Governor. We could have and should 
have done something during the four years John A. Volpe served 
as Secretary of Transportation. 

But there wasn't much Volpe could do to help us while we 
stalled around and failed to do authlng te try to help ourselves. 

At least, however, we should have eafe MBTA traina which 
willnotcatchfire while loaded with passengers. That shouldn't be 
too much to expect. 

Meanwhile, Governor Sargent fiddles while the MBTA burns.

But the extent of the rackets disclosed at the Walpole State 
Prison by the recent investigation and month-long shakedown 
staggers the imagination. 

While nobody ls saying a great deal about the matter, it ob¬ 
viously Is impossible to conduct a prostitution racket In a sup¬ 
posedly maximum-security prison without the connivance of 
corrupt officers and guards. 

That simply can’t be done wlthou 
stantial number of people In the prison. 

The assumption that this racket is operated by organized 
crime is, of course, conjecture and an educated guess. 

The fact that liquor and dope were available to the prisoners 
at the right price is startling even to one who realized that country 
club life usually is available within prison walls to those who can 
afford to pay for It.

Show Is One of Two Saved 

It is ironical that a weekly show on Channel 2, which is the 
subject of political controversy, is one of only two which the 
Corporation for Public Broadcasting ICPB) has agreed to fund 

That is "The Advocates," on which former Representative 
Michael Dukakis of Brookline, who intends to run for state-wide 
office next year, appears as either moderator or advocate. 

Other politicians have pointed out that this gives Dukakis free 
publicity at public expense which is not available to persons who 
may oppose him in next year's primary or election. 

Aside from the propriety of this situation, some attorneys 
have raised a question whether It is legal to spend public funds on 
a program on which one politician gains an advantage over other 
politicians. 

This causes a viewer to wonder how CPB makes its decisions 
on the allocation of public funds for programs on stations such as 
Channel 2. 

Such popular programs as “Washington Week in Review” 
and William F. Buckley's “Firing Line" apparently are to be 
axed while “The Advocates” is retained. Many persons are 
hoping that “Washington Week in Review,” on which a group of 
outstanding newsmen appear, will be saved either through public 
donations or as a commercially sponsored program. 

Smoking Ban Experiment Is 
Being Watched in St. Pete 

Municipal officials all over the United States are closely 
watching an experiment In St. Petersburg, Florida, where 
smoking haB been prohibited In most public places, drawing 
stormy protests from smokers. 

A new city ordinance there bans smoking In stores, elevators, 
theaters, buses and dance floors and forbids dropping ashes or 
cigarette butts from windows, doors or moving vehicles. 

While cigarette smokers complain loudly, supporters of the 
restriction are seeking to have It expanded to include restaurants. 


She aroused so much opposition that she dropped the idea, but 
it was picked up by a clergyman who enlisted the support of the 
fire department as well as non-smokers and finally achieved the 
adoption of the ordinance now in effect.

The Judges point out that their compensation baa not been 
hiked since 1969 and that the cost of living In the Greater Boston 
area has risen 17.2 per cent during that four-year period. 

More than a dozen bills calling for raises for the judges have 
been filed, but the two being given most serious consideration 
were sponsored by State Senator William M. Bulger of South 
Boston and House Speaker David M. Bartley of Holyoke. 

Bulger's measure recommends salary increases ranging 
from $400 to $7500 per Judge and would cost the state about 
$750,000per year. Bartley'sblll proposes raises ranging from $760 
to $3500 annually and would cost slightly less than $500,000 a year. 

Bartley Is suggesting that the pay of the chief justice of the 
State's Supreme Court be raised from $35,000 to $36,000 and that 
the salaries of the six associate Justices be Increased from $33,800 
to $37,180. 

The chief justice of the Superior Court would be raised from 
$31,300to $34,430 under the provisions of Bartley's bill while the 45 
associate justices would go from $30,000 to $33,000. 

Proposed pay raises in the Appellate Court would boost the 
chief Justice from $32,500 to $35,750 and the associate Justices 
from $31,300 to $34,430.
